He stated bo knew this was bofore 7:00 p.a. since due to the 
curfew ho wont home at approximately 7:00 p.o. and this individual 
had been pacing In front of tho telephone booth bprlor to that 
time. Mr. GREEN stood ho was furnishing this Information 
Inasmuch as he folt the Individual he saw strongly resembled 
the photograph of ERIC STARVO GALT and generally fit the description 
As furnished by tho IocaI newspapers.

Ho listed his occupation 
as being with Mississippi Valley Bargo Lines but did not 
Indicate the hooo office of this company. Mr. GRIFFIN stated 
tl**t whllo LARRY KEITH was registered at tho motel ho adds 
several long-distance telephone calls to area code 912 - 408-4442 
which Is located near Savannah, Georgia, and to area codo 314 - 
335-6685, which Is a St. Louis, Missouri number. Mr. GRIFFIN 
stated that KEITH paid charges of $11.27 on April 1, 1968, but 
ran up several chargos subsequent to that time totaling 
approximately $29, consisting of room rental at $6 a day for 
tho dates April 2, 3, 4, and 6, 1968, and long-distance 
telephone calls. 

Mr. GRIFFIN stated he had not soen LARRY KEITH and 
could not furnish a description of this Individual but suggested 
the night manager, Mr. BASS, be contacted since he had personal 
contact with LARRY KEITH. 

Mr. VINTON A. BASS, 290 South Front Street, Memphis, 
advised he Is the doek clerk at tho Linden Lodge Hotel, 178

Mr. BASS stated he recalled a guest at that motel by the name

had a rod moustache. Ur. BASS advised he was awaro of the 
photographs which wore rocontly published In tho local newspapers 
of ERIC STARVO GALT but ho did not tool LARRY KEXTn resembled 
those photographs.

Mr. HIKE BYBERG, Assistant Manager, Waterways Marine, 
Inc., foot of Union Street, Memphis, advisod he rocallod LARRY 
KEITH waiting around the office of Watorwnys Marine, Inc., all 
day of Saturday, March 30, 1968. Be stated he Is personally 
acquainted with LARRY KEITH since be talked to him on March 30 
1908. He stated be rocalled seeing photographs of ERIC STARVO* 
GALT Os published In local newspapers recently. Be commented 
that be Is of tho opinion that while LARRY KEITH had a Blrailar 
physical description as ERIC STARVO CAW, he folt LARRY KEITH ' 
did not resemble the photograph of GALT, He stated ho felt 
this way bocauso KEITH bad light brown hair and wore a reddish 
colored moustache. Mr. BYBERG stated he did not see LArry KEITH 
after Saturday, March 30, 1068, and, therefore, assumes he 
caught some boat passing through Momphis eithor lat© Saturday. 
March 30, 1068, or early Sunday, March 31, 1968. 

Hr. DON AUBREY, Vice President and General Hanagcr, 
Island Terminal Company, And Gonoral Manager of the completely 
owned subsidiary of Mississippi Valley Barge Linos Company, 
both located at 1836 Dock Street, Memphis, advisod tho mala 
office of this firm Is located at St. Louis, Missouri. Mr. 
AUBREY advised that ho contacted Mr. CATLETT, Payroll Clerk 
of the parent firm. Island Terminal Company, St. Louis, and 
Ur. CATLETT advised him that LARRY KEITH Is not at tho present 
time and never has been employed by tho Mississippi Valley Barge 
Lines or another companies owned by Island Terminal. Mr. AUBREY 
stated LARRY KEITH Is Unknown to him and Is also unknown to Ur, 
CATLETT.

Attorney UANLET F. BROWN, Middle 
District of Georgia, Macon, Georgia, authorized prosecution 
and the complaint was filed on April 21, 1968, charging 
NEWGENT, also known as LARRY KEITH, with violation of 
Section 2312, Title 18, U. S. Code. He was described £a 
follows: ..
